a moment's carelessness, or thc
failure to observe a law pro-
jected them into this disastrous
situation,

“Experience cannot be tha

only key to safe driving. Con
stant awareness, conscious ac
tion to minimize every poten-
tial hazard, and unrelenting
compliance with law — these
are the tools of the driver who
avoids accidents,” the commis-
sioner said.
